The odds appeared to 
avor an Eisenhower victory. 
Sparkman, chairman of the housing subcommittee, criti- 
ized Eisenhower's veto message as "intemperate, mislead- 
ng and incorrect." He spe-, 
ifically denied' that the bill 
was extravagant, as Eisen- 
lowcr had said. 


Despite its large over-all to- 
al. Sparkman said, the bill's 
pending impact on the pres- 
dent's budget in the current 
iscal year would be only a 
cw million dollars, and so 
vould not cause any deficit.

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Innocence by Association 


The. newspapers at Madison have been 


Indulging in an entertaining 
argument 


about the size of Gov. Nelson's payroll. 


The Wisconsip, State Journal, which 


historically has shown an affection for Re- 
publican ideas and candidates, sent a re- 
porter to examine the exeutive office dis- 
bursements of the fir*st six months of the 
new Democratic dispensation, and to make 
a comparison with the costs of the Republi- 
can governors who were Cov. Nelson's im- 
mediate predecessors. 


To nobody's particular surprise, it con- 


cluded that the new governor has hired 
more people to work with him, and is 
spending a good deal more money in the 
process. 
, 


All of which has annoyed to exaspera- 


tion the Capital Times, the other news- 
paper in the capital city which not only 
supposes its purpose to be defending Dem- 
ocrats on every occasion, but also the pro- 
mulgation of the party's philosophical line. 


The Times angrily complained about 


distortions, and represcn t a t i o n s,1 but 
it could not quite manage to refute the 
idea that Gov. Nelson of the "bare bones 
budget" publicity gimmick is spending 
rather handsomely in his own establish- 
ment. 


Frustrated by the comparison on the 


record, the Times sought to defend Nel- 
son's disbursements by recalling that 
some of the services he now is performing 
were endorsed by such organisations as the 
Wisconsin State Chamber of Commerce. 


We are not aware that the chamber is 


the arbiter of what is proper or improper 
in the way of state spending, and we are 
reasonably sure that Mr. Frank Hausheer, 
the director of that worthy organization, 
would not claim such privilege. 


JJut we are delighted nevertheless, for 


in this healed exchange between the Madi- 
son editors we have discovered what is very 
likely a new doctrine of liberal thinking, a 
new thesis for the liberals who hail Mr. 
Evjue as their authoritarian patriarch, as 
well as a new technique in political debate. 


It is the rule of "innocence by associa- 


tion." If a Democrat can find the Chamber 
of Commerce backing him, anything is per- 
mitted. He could give away the title to the 
capitol. It is a frightening power and re- 
sponsibilty for the chamber, whose officers 
must be rubbing their eyes in astonish- 
ment after the years of unremitting denun- 
ciation to which they have been subject 
through Mr. Evjue's erratic pen. 


Two Areas Face Integration 


The device of organizing private schools 


to avoid the U. S. Supreme Court ruling 
regarding integration is being put forward 
on a major scale in one county in Virginia. 
But the results in Little Rock, Ark., indi- 
cate that the plan may not last. 


Prince Edward county, Virginia, closed 


all its schools according to state law when 
they were ordered integrated by a federal 
court. Churches and other private buildings 
have been offered for classroom use and 
backers of the plan say they have enough 
room. Sixty of the seventy "teachers who 
were working in the public schools have 
been hired. Negro opportunities for educa- 
tion right now are in considerable doubt 
since Negro leaders have avoided establish- 
ment of private schools fearing it would 
handicap their cases relating to such 
schools now in the courts. 


Meanwhile in Little Rock, the three 


private high schools which operated last 
year have closed their doors. Two were 


church run and designated simply to pro- 
vide educational opportunities. The third 
was a school organized by a group dedicated 
to segregation. But the simple fact of not 
enough money has closed the schools. Most 
of I he citizens with children in Little Rock, 
it now appears, are willing to permit grad- 
ual integration rather than foot the heavy 
bills for private segregated schools. 


There are two rather obvious factors in- 


volved in these two disputes. First, the 
violence that occurred in Little Rock had 
outside incitement if one judges by the 
relative peaceful situation at the present. 
Secondly, the citizens of Virginia, while 
scorning vulgar demonstrations and rock 
throwing, may be willing to pay more for 
what they regard as better educational op- 
portunities. And there also is the question 
now ns to why federal money is needed 
for building when at least one community, 
aroused about the wrong cause, is able to 
provide emergency schools on a large 
basis. 


Building Reaches a New Record 


Money spent for const ruction not only 


stimulates business in many activities far 
from the building site hut it also pro- 
vides something permanent that can be 
expected to contribute to our prosperity 
and well-being for many years in the fu- 
ture. Thus it is of interest that the F. VV. 
Dodge Corp., reports that construction con- 
tracts for the first half of 1959 set a new 
all-time record for the period. There had 
been a steep climb in building contracts 
from the low point of I he recession in Feb- 
ruary. 1958. to the high point of June that 
year. The summer months stayed high but 
there was not a great change during the 
past winter. 


The report notes that the peak reached 


In the middle of I95R was duo in large part 
to government stimulation of highway ac- 
tivities as an anti-recession measure. In 
contrast today, the record climb in the first 
half of 1959 has been without benefit of 
special governmental help. A new high 
has been reached by the sharp rise in 
privately owned projects which have over- 
come a considerable decline in govern- 
ment projects. This is considered by Dodge 
as a most significant fact since it is taken 
as an indication of the more solid basis for 
the present advance. 


It is pointed out also that the new rec- 


ord is due to the expansion of the building 
categories of construction as opposed to the 
heavy engineering work. Family houses, 
apartments, industrial buildings and com- 
mercial buildings (particularly stores) are 
the areas of the greatest strength. 


The total construction contracts for the 


first half of 1959 amounted to $18.«7«.0<)0.- 
000 up 12 per cent from the same period 
in 1958: non-residential contracts were $5.- 
718.000.000, up 4 per cent: residential con- 
tracts were $8.884,000,000. up 37 per cent; 


and heavy engineering contracts were $4,- 
274.000,000. down 11 per cent. 


The industrial building indicates a rapid 


recovery after a rather slow start. During 
the first six months of this year contracts 
for factory buildings ran 28 per cent ahead 
of the same period last year. However, by 
.lime the figure was up 89 per cent and 
the (rend is expected to continue. It is 
noted that last year's level was so low that 
there still is room for considerable gain. 


Contracts 
for 
housing were strong 


throughout the period and show no I6ndcn- 
cy to taper off. Commercial buildings have 
shown unexpected strength. Store build- 
ings have been increasing throughout the 
first half of the year and in May and June 
office binldings t,ook a sharp upturn. Iligh- 


. way contracts fell off considerably below 


last year's figures but this was expected be- 
cause of the raise last year due to emer- 
gency programs. The heavy engineering re- 
port shows that there was a severe drop in 
May and .lime which brought the figure be- 
low last year. However, this is reported to 
be a temporary situation related to the tim- 
ing of contracts and may be expected to be 
corrected. 


The report indicates that contracts for 


privately owned projects in the first half 
of the year rose 29 per cent above a year 
ago while publicly owned projects actually 
dropped by O per cent. In the first half of 
the- year the privately owned contracts ac- 
counted for r>9 per cent of the total con- 
struction contracts compared with only 60 
per cent in first half of 1958. The privately 
owned const! net ion work is of special im- 
portance for such building is undertaken 
because commerce and industry need the 
buildings for the expansion of their pro- 
duction and distribution work and thus an 
increase in this area indicates a future in- 
crease in commerce generally.

homemakers attending a na- 
tional Congress on Better Liv- 
ing in Washington, D.C. Fifty- 
three per cent were suburban- 
ites, one-third were city dwell- 
ers and 14 per cent were farm- 
ers' wives. Each woman rep- 
resented the pace setters in 
her home community. 


More than one-third of the 


women cast their vote for the 
ranch home, with slightly less 
desiring a house in Colonial 
design.

ception of what they arc up to in Cuba, and this tends to 
deflect U.S. attention from 
their immediate aims.

area.

enough to turn the island of 
Cuba into a red satellite. 


What they seek is a base
